After looking over the map, I decided on a 
tramp to Kingstree, acountry_ town sixty- 
three miles from Charleston. I at once went 
to the hotel, packed my trapsin such a shape 
that I could carry them, ate a big supper and 
went to bed. At4 the next morning I left 
the hotel without breakfast, for I did not 
want ascene with the proprietor, and took 
up my marchon therailway track. Time 
was too precious to stop for dinner, so I 
trudged along until 9 that night, when I 
reached Funkstown, thirty-seven miles from 
Charleston. It had poured rain all after- 
noon, and I had not adry thread on me. The 
army of dogs which seemed to inhabit the 
shanties along the railway, near the station, 
were all on the alert to give me a reception, 
and somehow I felt that I reciprocated the 
feeling that they had me under suspicion. I 
went on until [came tothe station, which 
was occupied by the station-master, his wife, 
a sick child and a negro servant. Il 
asked the man if 1 might sleep in the depot, 
but he said he could not allow me to, as the 
roof leaked. I finally curled up on my bundle 
outside, beneath the eaves, and spent the 
night baitling with mosquitos. The next 
morning lwas up early and on the march, 
though I was as stiff as a broken-down race- 
horse. As I! walked along | overtook a jolly- 
looking negro, who was whistling a merry 
air, and asked himif he had not had his 
breakfast. He said he had not. My resources, 
which would reach a negro, consisted of a 
gilded watch-chain, which | used for tricks 
on the stage. This I offered to the negro if 
he would procure a breakfastforme. He 
said he would, and I waited while he went 
across a field toward some negro cabins. In 
a little while he returned with a watermelon 
and two roasting cars. late the melon, which 
was only half ripe, and then continued my 
journey. At noon I came to a small station 
containing a variety store, and I went 

n and asked for the proprietor. To 
2. handed a pair of 
tortoise shell eye-glasses, saying: ‘lam hun- 
gry, give me as much cheese and crackers ius 
you can for these. I will send for them if I 
ever get any money.’ Without a word the 
man made up a bundle of the articles | want- 
ed, and it was a good big one too, then gave 

ne his address and Il movedon. That night 

i reached a place six miles froin Kingstree, 
but having no money, none of the white in- 
sabitants would take me in. ‘Their refusal 
was a lucky thing for me, for that night I 
discovered the tune ‘Shoo-Fly.’ 

“An old negro man seeing my trouble fol- 

owed mea short distance, and said: ‘Boss, 
i ain’t got much ob a house, but you’se 
mighty welcome to go dar,’ and dar I went. 
They gave me some corn-bread and fat meat, 
with which I mingled the remnants of my 
cheese and crackers and feasted royally—far 
better than we have here to-night. After sup- 
per a negro with a banjo came and played 
and sang ‘Shoo-Fly.” The air impressed me, 

nd before l went to sleey [f had learned it. 

Then | resumed wy tramp the next morning 
J marched to the tune of ‘Shoo-Fly.’”’ 

“But you did not march into finances and 
comfort to that tune, did you’ asked one of 
the party. 

“No, indeed; [marched to the water-tank 
abouta mile from Kingstree, and Waited un- 
til the train from Charleston 
stopped for water. As it moved away I 
climbed on, and when it reached the station 

stepped off, and inquired the way to the 

otel. After that I did not go hungry, though 
Tcame within a hair's breadth of it. lhad 
arranged for the hall for three nights, and 
had posted the few bills I had with me, and 
all was going well, when a man, who had 
seen me pawning my eye-giasses for 
cheese, suid toa merchant that I was not 
Sargent, but some fraud, for he had seen me 
onmy tramp, and told the circumstance. 
That night j had but S22 in the house, but 
the next night I had $75, and my troubles on 
that tripwere at an end. W hen I reached 
New York in the fall I was flush, and | gota

‘ Country Life in Greece. 
Eunice W. Feiton in Atlantic Monthly. 

A drive of an hour and a half brought us 
to Vertonda, the little village where we were 
to see for the first time the real country life. 
Its name is Turkish, and is that of a flower 
which grows abundantly in the vicinity. We 
turned off the main road into a lane through 
the fields, then waving with wheat and bar- 
ley ripe for the harvest. This farm was 
bought sixty years ago by father of the pres- 
ent owner,from a pasha, for adiamond-hilted 
sword worth 5,000 drachimas, or about $1,000. 
It is now estimated at about forty Umes 
this value. Itis very extensive, and, besides 
the grain fields, has vineyards and valuable 
chromium mines. The village is small—a 
group of ten or tweive houses, clustered 
about the whitewashed church. Behind this, 
on higher grounds, stands the house and 
garden of the proprietor, nestled at the foot 
of an abrupt and wooded cliff. Away in the 
distance, the snow-capped peaks of Delphis, 
the highest mountain of Eubcea, loom up to 
a height of over 5,000 feet. Its base is a 
halfsiay’s journey from Vertonda on_ horse- 
back, and we hoped at first to make the as- 
cent: but hearing on all sides of the difficul- 
ties to be encountered, we did not attempt it. 
One of the few people who had climbed it, 
however, was Queen Amelia, who was an 
undaunted explorer ofall parts of her king- 
domi. 

The house of Mr. X. Is a low cottage, cov- 
ering much ground, and built around a 
court-yard, which he entered through a high, 
strong gateway. The gate and the iron bar- 
ricades at the windows gave me a feeling of 
trepidation; but my friends laughed at my 
fears, and the attractive and cheerful aspect 
of the establishment reassured me. Flowers 
were growing everywhere, pigeons were coo- 
ing from their cotes in a little tower and sev- 
eral smiling servants were awaiting our arri- 
val. The inside of the house was most coim- 
fortable, and the view from the front win- 
dows was superb, overlooking the garden and 
village to the sea, haifa mile away; beyond 
this lay the Beeotian mountains, and still 
farther in the distance, shining like a golden 
crown in the setting sun, rose the eternal 
snows of Parnassus. After a little lL wan-

dered out into a field opposite the bouse, 
where a woman was cooking at a fire built in 
a rough sort of copper kettie fullof soup. I 
said: “You must have a large family?’ 
“Yes,”’ she replied, with an amused smile, 
“thirty women.” Supposing that they had a 
system of codperative housekeeping, and 
that she cooked for the whole village, 
tinued my inquiries, when she told me that, 


it being harvest season, there were many 
extra laborers, who were women, and she, 
as the steward’s daughter, had the 
supervision of them. The supper con- 
sisted only of a piece of bread 
beside the soup, and this diet has but few 
variations, such as black olives, salad and 
fruit in the season. Meatisa great rarity. 
Many eatit but oncea year, at the feast of 
Lambri, or Easter, ‘Then every one eats 
spring lamb, and if one is too poor to buy it 
he will be sure to find some one to give it to 
him. The generosity of the Greeks is ex- 
treme at Easter and New Year, as itis con- 
sidered a religious duty to help the poor at 
these seasons. She took her soup off the fire 
and put itoutin the airto cool, remarking 
that it was very injurious to the teeth to eat 
hot tood. AS Greek peasants § al- 
ways have fine teeth, probably the theory 
is acorrectone. After this she raked out 
her fire, and put a number of loaves of Bread 
on the heated stones: there, she said, they 
must remain all night, to be thoroughly 
cooked. Her work finished, she gave a sigh 
of relief, and sat down to await her family of 
thirty women, Whom we soon saw approach- 
ing through the gathering darkness. As 
they came nearer I perceived that they were 
mostly girls of fourteen or fifteen years, with 
one or two older women who led the party; 
they were a sturdy-looking, sun- 
burned set, and instead of seeming 
with the long day’s work, were 
best of spirits, laughing 
talking. The effect was most 
picturesque ; for, although clad in the poor- 
est. and in many cases most ragged, cos- 
tumes, the shape of their garments was such 
as best to set off their superb figures, 
and their free, untrammeled gait 
gave them even a majestic air. The mater- 
ial of the dress is both woolen and cotton, of 
soft yellowish-white embroidered with bright 
colors; the broad sashes and the kerchiefs 
worn over the head are also of some gay 
color, becoming to their dark hair and eyes. 
As soon as they had reached the place where 
we were,. they sat down in groups, keeping 
up the same lively chatter. | 
During gur own repast, which was soon an- 
nounced, Mr. X. told us that these women 
laborers were a set of people from the paor- 
est part of the population, who always went 
about together from estate to estate to help 
when there was extra work on hand. They 
receive adrachma per day and their food, 
the day lasting from sunrise to sunset. This 
company was from Chalcis; but he soon ex- 
peeted a band of men from Salamis, whose

native are consideredremarkably good work- 
ers. The conversation then turned upon the 
laboring classes in Greece, whereupon he 
expressed much dissatisfactiOn at the 
large number of feast days the 
peasants keep, and said that the coun- 
ury would always be poor until the laborers 
would learn to work more steadily. Some of 
his people, particnlarly the older ones, would 
never work on any saint's day; as the name 
of the saints is legion, there would be an av- 
erage of nearly a day a week, beside the Sun- 
day, when they do nothing but dress in their 
best clothes, and dance and sing. I| could 
not help thinking how much this sociable 
dancing and singing added to their charms as 
human beings, and wondering whether they 
would come howe at night from their labors 
with such an elastic step, were it not for this 
waste of time, of which the landlords so bit- 
terly complain. | bd

THE ILLINOIS CAMPAIGN. 
Estimates of the Probable Results as 
Prepared From Party Stand-Points. 
Special! to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., November 4.—To-day 
practically winds up the campaign in this 
State, and carefully prepared reports, giving 


estimates of the probable result, are received 
here from every county in the State but one. 
The interest in all these reports seems to cen- 
ter in the Legislature, which, from the Dem- 
ocratic calculations, will be so close that three 
Prohibitionists and one a my pie are 
expected to be elected, will hold the balance 
of power and will determine who will suc- 
ceed David Davis as the next United States 
Senatcr from Illinois. The Republican esti- 
mates say that of 26 Senatorsto be elected, 
they will have 16 and the Democrats 10. 
Adding these to the 17 bhold-over Republican 
Senators and 8 hold-over Democrats, will 
make the next Senate stand 33 Republicans 
and 18 Democrats. The estimates as to 
members of the House give that body 82 Re- 
publicans and 71 Democrats, or a Repubii- 
can majority on a joint ballot of 27. These 
figures are made by a well-informed Repub- 
lican who claims te have counted vothing 
which cap justly be classed as doubtful. The 
Governor’s estimates make the probable ma- 
jority on joint ballot not more than 21. 

The Republican estimates on Congress- 
men give the Second, Thirteenth, Seven- 
teenth and Nineteenth Districts 
to the Democrats with the  Six- 
teenth and Eighteenth as doubtful. The 
Democrats claim the six above named togeth- 
er with the Twelfth and Twentieth as certain 
for them; and set down six others as doubt- 
ful, allowing the Republicans acertainty only 
of six out of the twenty. A compromise cal- 
culation made last night by the safest politi- 
ticlan in this city, gives the Republicans 
thirteen and = the Democrats five, 
and leaves two in doubt—the Eighteenth and 
the Fourteenth. In the Twelfth District 
Gen. Singleton is running as an Independent 
against J. M. Riggs, Democrat, and a letter 
received here from a leading Democrat in 
Riggs’ own county says nothing can prevent 
Singleton’s election unless it may ec aw r be 
the vates thrown away on the Prohibition 
candidate, the Rev. N, Mineor. It is 
claimed that the Independent candidate in 
the Second District, Capt. John F. Finerty, 
is also sure of an election. 

The Prohibition vote, which some time ago 
it was said would be a large one, has evident- 
ly dwindled out, and its leaders, in this part 
of the State, have practically given the pro- 
ject up, They will not poll 200 votes in this 
county, whereas, sometime ago they were 
claiming 800 to 1000,

REFORMERS AND BREWERS. 

Those amiable but misguided gentlemen 
who met in convention at Jefferson City last 
month for the purpose of reforming the Re_ 
publican vote, and who innocently attempted 
to catch the Prohibition vote with one hand 
while dexterously reaching out for the 
brewers’ vote with the other hand, must have 
been saddened and surprised at the evidence 
given through our columns yesterday that 
the anti-Prohibition bird was not to be caught 
by sprinkling salton his tail, and that the 
brewers and the saloon interest would vote 
against the Republican ticket. 

It would have been strange if any other 
result had been obtained.

Neither in St. Louis nor in 
the interior counties had any Republican pri- 
maries or Other bodies given any expression 
of opiuion or even of preference in the mat- 
ter. There was no evidence to show that the 
party they pretended to represent had any 
opinion on the question at all, and yet, with 
that capacity for blundering which distin- 
guished remarkable reformers, the 
convention declared that the Republicans of 
Missouri were in favor of freezing out the 
small beer shops by means of a high license. 

A false friend is always more hateful than 
an open enemy, and the brewers would have 
respected the Republicans more and misliked 
them less if they had said openly that they 
favored Prohibition. They had just as much 
authority to pronounce in favor of Prohibi- 
tion as they had to pronounce in favor ofa 
high license, or in favor of free beer and free 
whisky. Thatisthey had no authority at 
all. Butas they evidently had no principle 
at stake and were merely guessing at what 
policy would win the most yotes they might 
have guessed more wisely. The seat on eith- 
er stool may be hard,but it is always prefera- 
ble to the downfall which awaits him who 
between two stools falls to the ground.

He has come 
out inthe most unpretentious manner and 
has declared that the recent troubles which 
have afflicted the Coreans were the result of 
bis own mismanagement, and so he is going 
to try another plan, for which he invites the 
cordial codperation of his people.

LEGAL ETHICS. ° 

In the very striking arguments against the 
introduction of personalities into public mat- 
ters, presented at a recent meeting of the Bar 
Association of this city, no allowance was 
made for those infirmities of human nature 
which were illustrated by the striking argu- 
ments with which Mr. HENDERSON, of the 
bar, reversed and remanded Mr. CUNNING- 
HAM in his appeal before the United States 
District Court yesterday.

the United States, is recognized as a leader in 
politics, has been eminently successful in his 
profession in which he has amassed a large 
fortune, and personally he is justly esteemed 
as an amiable gentleman. His opinion on 
any question of legal or social ethics has al- 
most the weight of a judicial decision; yet 
we findhim giving the following account of 
his own conduct under a provocation which 
seems to have been very slight. 

“I hit him a blow which sent him reeling back 
against an iron post. He sprang up at me, and I 
hit him a herd one on the side of the head follow- 
ing it upwith another and sending him over a 
chair flat on the floor. He got up :nicame at me 
with the chair in his hand and fire in his eye. | 
wrenched the chair irom his hands and raised it 
up with the full intention of braining him on the 
spof, when some one very properly grabbed hold 
of me, and | put it down.

I am 
aman of peace, but such things are sometimes 
necessary, and if the e@icounter had taken place 
on the street I shouldn't have cared a fig!”’ 

An association, whose members feel justified 
in knocking down and “‘braining on the spot”’ 
any one who offends them by questioning 
their veracity, or otherwise casting imputa- 
tions on their character, is not exactly in a 
position to pass severe censure and condem- 
nation on the editorial profession for taking 
much milder methods of resenting attacks on 
character. Whatever the sins and errors of 
the journalists may be, the Bar Association 
is not called on to deplore them: its respon- 
sibility extends only to the acts of its own 
body. .The record of the Bar in St. Louis for 
personal insults,assaults and acts of violence, 
is a painful history which we have no inten- 
tion of reviving, and above all we would 
not wish to hold the innocent mem- 
bers of the profession responsible for 
the excesses of their more pugnacious breth- 
ren; but we will take the liberty of remark- 
ing that a body with such a record of its own 
cutsa very poor figure when it assumes to 
sit in judgment on any other body of men or 
includes any other profession in a sweeping 
moral indictment. It did not need the author- 
ity of Mr. HENDERSON to convince the pub- 
lic that the ethics of journalism will compare 
very favorably with the ethics of the bar.

A LULL IN BUSINESS. 

We have to note this week a lull in trade 
‘which is so marked in some cities as to cause 
complaints of dullness, slow sales and de. 
tlayed collections. While there is no embar- 
rassment, no panicky tumble in prices, and 
no cause for anything of the sort, it is gener- 
ally realized that the business “boom” ex- 
pected from the abundant crops has not come 
and is postponed to await further develop- 
ments. 

The warm weather of last winter left large 
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exceptionally cool summer greatly diminished 
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the merchants had laidin. Last year’s short 
crops had given rise to fears of hard times 
coming, and disposed people to be as econom- 
ical in their expenditures as the mild 
winter and cool summer would permit. 
And now late in the season the mildness 
of the weather raises anticipations of another 
warm winter, and the demand for heavy 
winter goods is small. At the same time it 
is apparent that the farmers warned by the 
recent emptiness of their bins and corn-cribs 
and regarding the present offerings for wheat 
as disproportionately low in comparison with 
the price of meat, are generally inclined to 
hold back an unusually large part of their 
crops till another is made, or until prices be- 
come more tempting. Hence the steady 
diminution in the exportation of grain for 
some weeks past. 

Nevertheless the status of our foreign ex- 
changes is rather encouraging than other- 
wise. We haveinthe last four months ex- 
ported 70,000,000 bushels of wheat, which 
considerably exceeds the amount exported 
during the same period last year, and as the 
grain movement fell off during the past 
month the movement of cotton became more 
active, the October shipments more than 
doubling those of September. For the four 
weeks ending October 28, the exports of do- 
mestic products from New York exceeded 
those of the corresponding period of last 
year by $1,500,000, while the increase of im. 
ports for the same period as compared with 
last year was but $80vu,000. 

While the state of our foreign exchanges 
shows this improvement, the clearing-house 
reports of last week show a decrease of 2.7 
per cent in the aggregate of transactions as 
compared with the same week last year. The 
dry goods trade has been dull, owing to the 
causes above referred to. The iron trade 
has been dull notwithstanding the great 
amount of railroad building. There has been 
very little speculJation of any kind. The 
money markets have been moderately easy, 
with exchanges slightly against the West. 
We seem to be simply taking a little restful 
pause in business, with everything in a 
healthy condition and with plenty of dispos- 
able wealth on hand inthe form of surplus 
crops, Which we are under no compulsion to 
sell immediately. 
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Ex-Goy. DORSHEIMER of New York, who 
has been nominated for Congressin one of 
the districts of New York City,has written a

EIMER says: 

The use of money to influence the political ac- 

tion of the people is the greatest peril to which our 
country is now exposed. The chief source of this 
corrupting and degrading influence isthe fund 
which is made up by exactions upon employes of 
the Government. A large part of the money paid 
out by the Treasury for the public service is used 
to control party conventions and corrupt the fran- 
chise. 
I assure you and all who arein any way inter- 
estedin my action that,if I am elected to Con” 
gress, I will earnestly advocate such effective leg 
islation as wull correct this most menacing evil. 

You ask me for my opinion on the best practi- 
cal methods for hastening the legislative reform 
of the civilservice. I answer that the measure 
which I think will be most effective in working 
out these reforms, and which will be immediate in 
its operations, is such a reduction of the number 
of officeholders as will result froma radical reduc- 
tion of Federal expenditure and taxation. 

A large part of the official force may then be 
dispensed with, and an effective remedy be at once 
applied to the evils which you are endeavoring to 
reform. 
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THE recent sale of the Nickel Plate Road 
to VANDERBILT ought to be a lesson to the 
people against putting too much faith in the 
professions of capitalists, even when they 
appear on the Anti-Monopolist side. The 
builders of the road gave themselves a great 
deal of low-priced but high-toned advertis- 
ing asthe friends of cheap transportation: 
they were not building a road to sell out; 
they had invested their millions in it to keep; 
they were going to fight the Lake Shore mon- 
opoly and compel a reduction of rates through 
their capacity todo business more cheaply, 
owing to their fine cash condition, and, lo 
and behold, before an engine has fired up on 
the new road, ora pound of freight. has been 
moved, these virtuous capitalists fall from 
grace and sell their road to the very monopoly 
they were organized to fight.

The recent terrible tragedy in the of the office 
Post-DisPaATcH of St. Louis, has been made the 
text for a good many animadversions, both in 
speechand writing,upon what is somewhat vaguely 
described as “personal journalism.” In many quart- 
ers the Post-DISPATCH is held up as a frightful 
example of journalistic depravity, and the terrible 
tragedy in its editorial sanctum is referred to as 
the natural consequence of its policy. In our 
opinion there is very little occasion for 
these animadversions upon “personal 
journalism” in general, or upon the Post-D1s- 
PATCH in particular. The fact is that what most 
of those who have moralized upon the Slayback- 
Cockerill tragedy choose to style “personal journ- 
alism” is the hope and protection of the country 
to-day. Every bribe-taking official, every 
public plunderer, every greedy monopo- 
list—in short, every rascal in the land—deprecates 
“personal journalism” and mourns bitterly be- 
cause of the “license of the press,”’ honest and up- 
right men, men who live decent lives and dis- 
charge their public and private duties ] oaestly 
and faithfully, having nothing to fear from “per- 
sonal journalism,” and no cause to lament the 
“license of the press.” The fact is that a news- 
paper which fearlessly attacks the wrong and cor- 
ruption, whether in high or low life, which does 
not spare corrupt public officials and does not hes- 
itate to denounce and expose wrong-doers, what- 
ever their wealth, social position or political prom- 
inence, is sure to arouse strong enmities in the 
community where it is published and to find ar- 
rayed against it, not only the men whom it has as- 
saulied, but all their friends, relatives, de- 
pendents and sympathizers. Nevertheless, such 
journals invariably thrive because they serve the 
great public faithfully and the great public repays 
the service with its patronage.

A CREAT CROWTH. 


Remarkable Development of the 
Tobacco Manufacturing Inter- 
estsof St. Louis. 

All Other Cities Passed in the Race--The Sus- 
tained Effort Which Produced This 
Result. 


In the history of American Commerce there 
will be found but very few examples of such 
rapid local growth of a special business in- 
terest as that which has attended the manu- 
facture of tobacco in St. Louis within. the 
past six years. ‘The new factory buildings 
which have suddenly made their appearance 
in different parts of the city are the em- 
bodement of this wonderful increase of trade, 
which is all the more worthy of 
admiration because it represents a combined 
effort on the part of St. Louis manufacturers 
of tobacco to place their city in the lead of 
all other American cities as far_as their pe- 
culiar business is concerned. The City Di- 
rectory of 1870 contains the names of 
twenty-seven firms who are there represented 
as engaged in the manufacture of tobacco, 
which is probably an over-estimate, for which 
the ambition of the dealer in causing himself 
to be classed with the manufacturer is prob- 
ably to blaine. Certain it is that only four 
firms of the list are engaged in making to- 
baccoin thiscity, which is altogether too 
small asurvival of the directory figures of 
twelve years ago had been correct. The cur- 
rent year directory contains the names of 
sixteen firms so — ed, and a general idea 
of the growth of the trade can be had in 
the fact that their combined produc 
is four times greater than that of 1870, or, for 
the matter of that, of 1876, as the marked in- 
crease of production has all taken place since 
that vear. This gratifying result has_been 
produced by the joint energies of St. Louis 
manufacturers, who have spared no pains to 
accomplish two objects which were abso- 
lutely necessary to success. The first of these 
was the establishment of such a reputation 
for the St. Louis product as would insure the 
retention of such business as special effort in 
new directions obtained. The second was 


the cultivation of new business bv all legiti- | 


mate business methods available. It was 
known that the preduct of manufacturers at 
other points was of verv variable quality. At 
times it would be all that it was represented ; 
at others it would not, and it did not take 
customers and dealers long to find out that 
the St. Louis goods were of uniform quality. 
Inthe matter of business accommodation, 
too, the local manufacturers wentas far as 
could be done with saiety, and margins were 
reduced to ¢he very lowest point, and at 
times, even, goods were sold freely at cost 
price in order to give a foothold in places 
where only the products of other places had 
up to that time been known. ‘The combined 
tenane of selling the| best goodsand at the 
owest prices soon began to tell upon trade, 
but it took six vears before the splendid re- 
sult of placing St. Louis atthe head of the 
tobacco manufacturing cities of thé country 
was accomplished.

The resurt of much careful research 
oes to show that the total investinent in this 
ine of business amounts to about $910,000: 
the number of employes (in the ratio of three 
young people, mostly girls, to one adult) 2,325; 
amount of wages paid weekly, $12,600; an- 
nual product of tobacco, 22,000,000 pounds. 
In connection with the advance of the to- 
bacco manufacturing interest in St. Louis, it 
is interesting to note that the energy of the 
manufacturers is having a most beneticial ef- 
fect upon the producers of Missouri. In 1863 
the tobacco crop of Missouri—-the largest the 
State ever produced—amounted to 40,000 
hogsheads, and trom this splendid showing 
it has fallen steadily until of late years it has 
been only 10,000. The decrease in the. size 
of the crop has, too, been unfortunately 
attended by a deterioration in quality, 
a combination of disadvantaves which 
has been occupying very closely the attention 
of the manufacturers of late years. who have 
had to goto Kentucky for their fillings and 
to Virginia for their wrappings. The most 
popular filler since 1575 has been a leaf known 
as the Burley filler, which the local manu- 
facturers have been inducing the Missouri 
lanters to cultivate. They were slow to 
fake the hint, but the reports of the profit- 
able crops raised in other States have at last 
aroused them to an appreciation of their op- 
portunity, and within the past two years 
some very fine leaf has been sentin to St. 
Louis from different portions of the State 
which will compare favorably with the best 
thatis brought here from Kentucky. One 
manufacturer, who expressed the utmost 
faithin the adaptability of Missouri’s soil

The Choral Society and Its Good Work 
—Memorial Hall Concerts. 

On the 25d of this month the Choral Socie- 
ty will, with the rendition of Mendelssohn’s 
“Elijah,” inaugurate the third season, which, 
judging by present indications, will be even 
more satisfactory than the pastone.

SHAKSPEARE ON DEATH. 


An Interesting Study of the Immortal 


a Treatment of the King of Ter- 
From the London Spectator. 

There are in Shakspeare’s plays about 
ninety deaths, pom Bee either on the 
cage or immediately ind the scenes, so 
that the tidings are told or evidence is given 
directly after the fact. Twenty-five oceur in 
this latter manner, but not at all for the 
classical reason 
to be 
many cases 
more ghast) 


plays may well be supposed to have in- 
cluded representations of the dead and dying. 
The number above given is only that of 
named, and therefore important personages ; 
it might be increased by soldiers and attend- 
ants who are killed, as it were, by the way. 
The modes of death are very various, and yet 
not quite all which we might naturally antic- 
ipate. Cold steel, the dagger or the sword, 
accounts for about two-thirds of the whole; 
twelve persons die from old age or natural 
decay, in some cases hastened by the trying 
circumstances of their lives; seven are be- 
headed ; five die by poison, including the eld- 
er Hamlet, whose symptoms are se minutely 
described by his frost: two by suffocation, 
unless, indeed, Desdemona makes a third: 
two by strangling; one from a fall, one is 
drowned, three die by snake-bite, and one, 
Horner, the armorer, is thumped to death 
with a ve 
The modes of death of which we might 

have expected Shakspeare to speak are ar- 
row and gunshot wounds. The English 
archers are said to havedone so much execu- 
tion in more than one battle of which we 
hear in the plays, that itiscurious they are 
Only twice named as employed in fight— 

Arrows flied not swifter toward their arm 

Than did our soldiers aiming at their safety 

Fly from the field— 


at the battle of Shrewsbury ; and Richard, at 
Bosworth, cries— 


Draw, archers, draw your arrows to the head! 


It may be, of course, thata flight of arrows 
was a difficult and, indeed, a risky thing to 
represent ona stage; but this would searce 
account for no mention of death by them, and 
it is probable that by Elizabeth’s day the use 
of bow and arrow had so passed from reality 
into play that it only occured to the poet now 
and then, as adding a certain picturesque de- 
tailto his words. He makes the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, when counselling the too ready 
Henry V. to invade France, speak only of the 
pastime of archery— 

As many arrows loosed several ways 

Come to one mark. 
The other allusions are only metaphor, as 
“Cupid’s arrows,”’’ and— 

The slings and arrows of outrageous fortune. 
Guns weyestil! only pieces of heavy ord- 
nance, axd though Falstaff speaks of a -bul- 
let’s swiftness, he is thinking of what we call 
a ball, probably of stone, and Shakspeare 
uses all words connected with explosive ar- 
tillery simply in relation to the battering of 
walls, and not the death and wounding of 
men. Not till the English civil wars did 
firearms play any considerable part in per- 
sonal slaughter. 

It may be interesting to examine how 
Shakspeare has dealt with death by these va- 
rious means, and how far his description tal- 
lies with observed scientific facts. In Ar- 
thur’s fall from the tower and Horner’s deatn 
the physical causes were the same; whatever 
the outward injuries, death resulted from 
failure of the heart’s action, in consequence 
of some serious int | lesion, not from frac- 
ture of the spine, fo™™n both after the injury 
is given there is time for one, yet but for one, | 
short speech, and the end when it comes is 
instantaneous. “Hold, Peter, hold; 1 con- 
fess treason!’’ cries Horner,and is going to say 
more; there is no apparent failure of power, 
but he dies at once, abruptly. ‘Thereis noth- 
ing to be said of the cases of suffocation, 
since they are transacted off the stage, and 
no physical signs are described; nor, for the 
same reason, of the various instances of be- 
heading. The single case of drowning is 
beautifully divested of all violence, and that 
which might be painful is rendered 
peaceful. Ophelia, having lost her reason, is 
unaware of her danger: she is buoyed up at 
first by her garments, and then, as they grow 
heavy, she is dragged down by them gently 
and gradually, so that there is no room for 
struggle,and the waters close over her almost 
without a struggle. Whothat ever saw Mr. 
Millais’s early picture on the. subject can 
ever forget it, or fail to recognize that poet 
and painter had equally rendered the fact, 
and yet divestedit of its most terrible ele- 
ments. 

Inthe deaths of Cleopatra and her maids, 
Shakspeare would seem to have been for 
onee at fault. We say her maids, because 
the only way to account for the sudden death 
of Iras is to suppose that she had met and 
touched the incoming basket of asps, on 
leaving the presence to fetch her mistress’ 
robe andcrown. But, however this may be, 
Cleopatra and Charmain die almost instan- 
taneously of the snake’s bite, after the 
Queen “applies” the serpents to her breast 
and arm, as though they were leeches. 

Dost thou not see my baby at my breast, 

That sucksthe nurse asleep? 
The poet was quite aware that he must make 
the effect of the asp very diiferent to that’ of 
the viper’s, which now and then might lame 
a horse or, very exceptionally, kill a keeper, 
after some hours’ suffering, in his own Ar- 
den. But there was no one to tell him the 
mode of death from the bites of Eastern ser- 

ents: his imagination is quite unfettered, 

and with true poetic feeling he makes the 
poison swifter than the cobra’s, yet peaceful 
and painies, It were better he should not 
know or tell the agonies and the distortion 
which, 1n fact, must have marred the beauty 
of Egypt’s Queen. What there is lacking in 
accuracy is more than made upin the account 
of Gloucester’s death by strangling. There 
has been a terrible struggle, and every physi- 
eal sign is intensified— 
See how the blood is settled in his face. 
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His face is black and full of blood, 

His eyebalis further out than when he lived, 

His hair upreared, his nostrils stretched with 

struggling, 

Ais hands abroad displayed. 
Of the deaths by poisoning two are minute- 

lv described. One takes place off the stage 

and is only named to us; two are sudden— 

the Queen in *‘Hamlet,”” and Romeo. In the 

last two cases the agent was clearly hydro- 

evanic acid in some form, a vegetable extract, 

such as laure! water, killing almost at once 

and painlessly, jeaving no time for thought, 

but only for the certainty for quick-coming | 

death.

The elder Hamlet, again, dies by vegetable 
poisoning. There is strong reason for think- 
ing that the true reading or the drugis not 
the usual “‘hebenon,”’ but “‘Debona,” or yew 
juice, for the symptoms are precisely those 
caused by tnis and by no other. Whether in 
the then state of anatomv, Shakspeare real- 
ly believed. contrary to the truth, that such 
a juice poured into the ear would so course 
through the body.is not clear. It is probable 
that he took the old story, so far as he need- 
ed to do so, but, having made it responsible 
for the mode in which the foreign element 
was introduced into Hamlet’s frame, used 
then his own observation and curious plant 
lore for the etforts which the body made to 

east it out. — 

The many cases of death by steel are very 
closely studied from nature. Those who have 
carefully examined the dead on the battle- 
field, or in the streets after an emeute, are 
struck with the fact that while the expres- 
sion on the faces of those who have di at 
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tress, the dead by sword have a calmer ex- 
pression, though their wounds often seem 
more painful to the eye. A very careful ob- 
server, who was through the Indian mutiny. 
entirely confirms this. After giving severa 
instances, he says, ‘A rapid death by steel is 
almost painless. Sabre elige or point divides 
the nerves so quickly as ve very little 
= . Abullet lacerates.” This is in en- 
re accordance with Shakspeare’s diagnosis. 
York,in “* Henry IV.” dies “smiling; | so 
young Talbotin “Henry VL.,” 1,“Poor boy! he 
siniles.”” In the great majority of cases there 
appears to have been no acute pain, and 


| such distressful sensations as were felt, when 


there was time to feel anything, were those 
of cold. Death, therefore, resulted from 
hemorrhage, of which an exceeding chilliness, 
without pain, is always the consequence. 
Hotspur and Warwick both speak of this 
chill, ‘‘the earthly and cold hand of death,” 
the “‘eold, congealed blood.” The only in- 
stances in which re wrung “ ® 
from the sufferer were those in w a. death 
delayed, when, as with Clifford, 
“the air has got into my deadly wounds; 
and Montague also groans from the 
delay. There is a most striking p e 
in Jeremy Taylor’s sermons, in which he 
speaks of wounds to the same effect, but at- 
tributes the painlessness of a wound at first, 
wrongly as it would’ seem, only to the heat 
and rage of the fighter, who has no time no 
feel. “I have known a bold trooper fight in 
the confusion of a battle, and, being warm 
with heat and rage, ved from the 
swords of his enemy wounds open as a 
grave; but he felt them not, and when, by 
the streams of blood, he fouud himself 
marked for pain, he refused to consider then > 
what he was to fee] to-morrow; but when his 
rage had cooled into the temper of a man, 
and clammy moisture had checked the fiery 
emission of spirits, he wonders at his own 
boldness, and blames his fate, and needs a 
ov patience to bear his great gs, 

Sha ee carefully discriminates 
tween the wounds which pierce the heart 
and are at once fatal and those which allow 
a few minutes of life. A stab which causes 
instant death wrings from the dying person 
one sharp cry of momentary agony, or some- 
times purely spasmodic and mechanical, and 
then all is silent; and with the cry there Is a 
sharp, convulsive movement of the limbs. 
So Polonius utters one loud ‘“‘O! I am slain!” 
Aaron imitates the squeal of the dying 
nurse, ‘‘Weke, week!”’ Prince Edward, in 
“Richard UL,” “sprawls” after his first 
stab. Those who do not die at once, but 
bleed to death, or are choked in blood, speak 
a little, know they are dying, but are not in 
pain, and have ne convulsive movements, 

We now come to the deaths of old age and 
by natural causes, and of these there are 
comparatively few. Comedy puts away from 
it the idea of death altogether; and great tra- 
gedies are, as arule, concerned with violent 
ends. Yet here, where there is little seeming 
variety, Shakspeare’s observation has an- 
ticipated that of modern skill. Miss Night- 
ingale has pointed out how constantly the 
mental state of the dying depends on their 
physical condition. As a rule she tells us, in 
acute cases interestin their own danger is 
rarely felt. “Indifference, excepting with 
regard to bodily suffering,or to some duty the 
dying man desires to perform, is the far more 
usual state. But patients who die of con- 
sumption very frequently die in a state of 
seraphic joy and peace; the countenance al- 
most expresses rapture. Patients who die of 
cholera, peritonitis, ete., on the contrary, 
often die in a state approaching despair. In 
dysentery, diarrhcea or fever the patient of- 
ten dies in a state of indifference.” 

Now, in Shakspeare, the majority feel in- 
difference or calm acquiescence; Gaunt 
“plays nicely” with his name: Henry IV. 
has no thought of the future, but only some 
faint interest still in the things of life; Mor- 
timer cares only for his funeral; Bedford is 
acquiescent, neither hopeful nor fearful, 
“Now, quiet soul, depart when heaven 
please.”’ ‘There area few exceptions, and 
they exemplify with force what Miss Night- 
ingale has laid down. Queen Katharine, 
dying of jong deeline, has visions of eternal 
peace ; while Beaufort, whose faculties are 
about him to the last, has the most vivid and 
keen remorse for murder, the only crime 
which the sinner, asarule, seems unable to 
forget. 

In Shakspeare, again, those who in perfect 
health know or believe they are to die take 
the conviction aceording to their physical 
temperaments, not according to their lives. 
If there be seeming exceptions, it is because 
some foreign conditions are introduced, as 
when Richard is visited with terrible dreams 
and something like craven terror as the re- 
sult of them. But he has been drinking 
heavily before he goes to rest and 
recovers himself in the morning before 
and in the battle. As an instance of a con- 
trast between two physical temperaments, 
we may take the terror of the sensitive 
Claudio, so full of young life and vigor, and 
the stolid indifference of the brutal Bam- 
ardine.

Table Cutlery. 
From the New York Times. 


In ordinary British households the steel 
knife holds its own, excepting for the eating 
of fish or fruit, for which purpose siiver or 
plated knives are expressly made and in 
universal use. In Germany the inferior 
quality of the tabie cutlery is a. source of 
constant annoyance, while in France com- 
— with English manufacturers bas long 
yeen keen. The cutlery of Great Britain car- 
ried away most of the prizes for superior 
workmanship and finish, and even yet tiie 
‘*‘Rodgers”’ and other specia! inakes con mand 
the highest prices, but within the last forty 
years great progress has been made in the 
United States in this industry. And while 
the finest and most expensive cutlery is still 
importea from Sheffied and other centers of 
English manufacture, an immense trade in do- 
mestic cutlery has sprung up, and American 
knives are found upon many European 
tables. There are various reasons for this, 
foremost among them the fact that in this 
country machinery enters more largely into 
the manufacture of cutlery than tn aalend. 
where the finest steel blades are Papers ag 
and polished by hand, each blade receiving a 
share of minute and individual attention 
where hundreds are turned out at one time. 
This individual manipulation enables a work- 
man to detect the very smallest irregularity 
in the warp of the steel, and to bestow upon 
each separate piece that pass- 
es through his hands the 
amount of care that is necessary to bring 
itto the very highest state of perfection. 
For this reason the trade in English entlery 
stit shows an increase as far as the 
finest goods are concerned, and the Shef- 
field manufacturer stands unrivaled in 
the highest branches of his|art. And again, 
in turning out very cheap goods, such, for ex- 


ample, as are found at the five-cent stores, | 


the English factories can still compete satis- 
factorily with those of this country, owing to 
the greater cheapness of labor; but it isin the 
vast intermediat> field of general supply for 
ordinary use that we must seek the results of 
American enterprise. And in this field the 
British confess themselves outrivaled. Of the 
houses which a few years ago were repro- 
sented in this country for middle-class cut- 
mo gouds, not one in ten remains, and not 
only is the home demand suppleid by cutlery 
of domestic make, but very large exports are 
madeé to different parts of the world, notabiy 
to Africa, Australia, Germany and Spain. 
In addition to the great advantages which the 
use of mg pve the American manu- 
facturer of middie-class goods, he derives 
still further facilities from the variety of 
the materia!s now used for handles. 

The expense of a knife depends very great- 
ly upon the handle, in first-class goods al- 
most entirely so, the same yo od of stee! 
being invariably used for the biades, and the 
pie of imported cutlery bas increased large-
